W. I. Biddle, warden, at Leaven-

editor then. He had considerable 
prison experience before starting at 
Leavenworth. He is a stickler for dis- 
cipline, yet humane and kind. 
. Praises Conduct of Soldiers. 

“Taking the soldiers as a Whole, 
they are among the best behaved of 
the prisoners,” Mr. Biddle answered 
a question. “There are exceptions. 
Some of them are typical convicts de- 
serving no leniency. Most of them 
have shown an honest desire to behave 
themselves. Many have been made 
trusties I think I could trust many 
of them anywhere. 
“Their future? We have never yet 
had a bad report on a soldier who was 
granted clemency. When paroled, 
they settle down to making good in 
civilian Ute, 
good.” 
“What the wär department must 
learn,” one man said in discussing the 
soldiers, “is this: A court martial is 
not always perfect. Many men were 
rallroaded through incompetent courts 
martial, through the desire to make 
an example of every man in uniform 
who slipped. The stubborn old idea 
that because a court martial gave a 
man life for a five year crime he must 
serve life, must be overcome.” 


Nearly All Eligible for Parole. 


None who has come in contact with 
the soldiers advocates a genera] jail 
delivery., There are exceptions—men 
who should remain behind the bars. 
But some are believed to deserve par- 
dons; some paroles. For some cutting 
sentence would give them a 
Nearly all have served five 
years. A man is eligible for parole 
after serving one-third his sentence, 
Commutation of long sentences to fi- 
teen years would make most of the 
men éligible to parole. The proper au- 
thorities then could pass on the cases 
and parole the men if found deserving.
